Homelands  represented  are: 
Canada,  India,  Mexico,  Iran, 
Belgium,  Fiji  Island,  Egypt,  Fin- 
land, Hong  Kong,  Free  China, 
Korea,  New  Zealand,  Denmark, 
South  Africa,  England,  Brazil, 
Greece,  Tonga,  Germany,  Japan, 
Guatemala,  Norway,  Pakistan, 
Switzerland,  Australia,  Israel, 
Samoa,  Ethiopia.  Kenya,  Viet 
Nam,  Lebanon,  Hungary,*  Uru- 
guay, Jordan,  Peru,  Chile, 
France,  Indonesia,  Turkey,  Neth- 
erland,  Panama  and  Costa  Rica. 

BYU  obtained  its  permit  for 
the  classification  of  foreign  stu- 
dents from  the  U.S.  Government 
in  1954.  Prospective  foreign  stu- 
dents may  gather  information 
about  BYU  from  missionaries 
and  correspondence. 

The  Institute  of  International 
Education  affirms  all  colleges  in 
the  U.S.  acceptable  for  the  for- 
eign student,  and  every  Ameri- 
can embassy  has  this  informa- 
tion available. 

Any  foreign  student  must 
have  the  equivalent  of  a high 
school  education  and  be  an 
honor  student  in  his  class.  A 
corhplete  transcript  of  grades  and 
forms  giving  background  infor- 
mation must  be  mailed  to  BYU. 
Each  foreign  student  must  take 
the  Lado  English  Test  and  p^ss 
with  not  less  than  65  per  cent.

In  addition,  the  student  must 
have  . an  authorized  document 
from  his  family  giving  BYU 
health- control. 

Three  types  of  visas  grant  en- 
try to  the  U.S.  Students  here  on 
an  “F”  visa  have  been  given 
permission  by  the  U.S.  Govern- 
ment to  attend  the  school.  This 
particular  visa  is  very  restric- 
tive. 

The  student  must  place  $500 
in  the  BYU  treasury  prior  to  his 
enrollment  and  he  is  not  permit- 
ted to  work  during  his  first  se- 
mester. This  serves  as  an  insur- 
ance policy. 

He  must  file  his  immigrant 
papers  with  the  government  au- 
thorities and  very  seldom  may 
one  of  these  students  apply  for 
citizenship.  They  are  accepted 
for  one  year  only,  but  their  ap- 
plication may  be  extended.

Most  of  these  students  come 
from  the  Far  East,  for  there  is 
a necessity  of  an  educational 
program  beyond  that  which  their 
own  country  offers. 

An  exchange  visa  is  less  re- 
strictive. It  carries  a two  year 
limit  with  a possibility  of  exten- 
sion. These  students  are  not  per- 
mitted any  change  of  status,  but 
after  having  worked  out  a sched- 
ule they  may  seek  employment. 
Some  of  the  assistant  professors 
are  here  through  Exchange  visas. 

The  Immigrant  visa  is  placed 
on  a quota  basis  and  it  is  some- 
times years  before  the  student  is 
allowed  to  enter  the  U.S.  He  has 
no  time  limit  on  his  residence 
here  and  it  is  possible  for  him  to 
obtain  citizenship.  More  like  a 
citizen,  he  is  not  required  to  ob- 
tain special  permission  for  his 
actions.

Lindley,  a former  gridiron  star 
at  Utah  State  and  player  for  the 


Edmonton  professional  football 
team  in  the  Canadian  League, 
has  been  head  coach  at  Idaho 
Falls  High  School  for  the  past 
three  years. 

The  27-year  old  native  of 
Wellsville,  Utah,  Lindley  was 
team  captain  and  all-state  end 
at  South  Cache  High  School 
prior  to  enrolling  at  Utah  State. 
He  lettered  in  four  sports  at 
South  Cache. 

AT  UTAH  STATE  he  played 
end  his  first  season,  but  was 
switched  to  halfback  the  follow- 
ing season.  He  was  a regular  un- 
der John  Roning,  then  head 
coach  at  Utah  State. 

Lindley  graduated  from  USU 
in  1954  and  joined  the  Edmonton 
Eskimos  that  fall.  He  spent  three 
seasons  as  a regular  with  the 
Canadian  team  before  a shoulder 
injury  shortened  his  playing  ca- 
reer. 


While  at  Edmonton  he  played 
under  Frank  “Pop“  Ivey,  now 
coach  of  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals 
of  the  NFL. 

Lindley  received  the  master’s 
degree  from  Utah  State  in  1957, 
and  that  fall  took  over  as  head 
football  coach  at  Idaho  Falls.
